The 1920 crop i»f Burley tobacco 
in Kentucky cost approximately 
I $309 per acre to grow, according to 
an estim;.t< made public by the 
Collene of Agriculturi of the Uni- 
ver.-iiv ol ^.entucky. The estimate 
was ha'^ed on in ve-M ijratioiis of fiehl 
men of the University and the Unit- 
ed St:.tes Departmevit of A^riculiuro 
who for th«. last two years, have 
been making a study of the cost of 
prcducing tobacco in Kentucky. 

Ifce estimate covers only what i? 
known as the Wi««tc Burley Dis- 
trict nf Geatral Keatiicky. No esti- 
mate was made for the dark tobacco 
area of Western Kentucky. 

The Anal average cost of produc- 
ing and marketing the 1919 orop 
was fixed :tt $289.10 per acre tor the 
Bur lev district, and $141.7€ for the 
dark tobacco area Eight y-on*^ 
farms in the Burlev District and 
sevenM- in the U irk District v.'ere 
studied.

Disappointemnt and very low 
prices, coupled with an excited and 
res tick's lot of growers and »»pecta- 
tors, marked the resqpnptlon of the 
toiwceo sale? for the 1921 season'on 
the Pari.s mnrket, Tuesday mo.-ning.

filterinj; in served to keep the nerves 
of the growers on a raw edge, and a 
spark would have ^started a panic. 
The sale opened at the Paris House 
No. 1 of the Bourbon Tobacco Ware- 
house rompp.ny, at nine o'clock, and 
closed at eleven o'clock, in the midst 
of an excised multitude. The sales 
amounted to a ?ittle over 80,940 
pounds, with reiecnon.^ of 11,57(» 
pound';. mal<ing the net sales for the 
time 66,370 pounds, which brought 
$66.ej2.03, an average of |9.90. 
During the sal«4 a feiv l*:>s- 
kets hronght more than twerty-five 
cent? a pound and one sold for forty- 
flue cents a pound. The sales wer^ 
stopped when the dissatisfaction aad 
discontent 4iad reached an acute 
stage. Cries of "Cut It oujt" all over 
the hou.^e decided the matter, and, 
after a conference between the auc- 
tioneers, jmanager.^ of the hoiise.=i and 
growers, the sales were stopped.

Practically 80% of the gardens in 
the State of Kentucky will be bare 
this coming winter. This is a con- 
dition where the DejD|artai|g|l of 
Horticulture reeommnathei^rtng 
of a clover crop in the gard^ to 
produce a growth that can he ^^kod 
under the following spring and help 
furnish humus ti the gard«n soil. 
The garden should be the richest 
piece of ground on the farm, as It i.> 
eall-?d upon annually to produce an 
enormous amount o;' crops. In oraer 
to withstand this .^^rowth year after 
year it is a good idea to sow crops, 
such r.s ij^e. All tiash and^r ubbi.-ih 
should be piled and burned as this 
not only helps control the insects by 
destroying many of them and at the 
same time it improves the appear- 
ance of the garden, which Is usually 
located near the hooae. Do not let 
the excuse of having to bary some 
vegetables in a pit keep you froni 
sowing soime cover crop in your 
garden. It is much better to re- 
move this pit than it is to let ihe 
garden be idle duiing the winter.
